Call For More Foreign 
Aid For India 


New Delhi, Feb. 8. 


An International Monetary Fund mission to- 
day called for increased foreign aid to India in a 


report to the Indian Government published here. 


The mission, which studied 
the Indian economle and finan- 
cial situation last year, sald ad- 
ditional: foreign afd was neces- 
sary to cnsure ‘the success of 
India’s five-year’ economic de- 
velopment plan. 

The report declared that the 
plan was “essential to the well- 

cing of the people of Indla 
and so Important to the sur- 
vival of democracy tn Asia,” 

Britain, the United States 
and Commonwealth countries 
have been assisting India to 
achieve the goals she set In her 
five-year plan. 

Today’s message to these 
countries from the Monetary 
Fund experts wag that increased 
grants would case the strain on 
the Indlan Government, whic! 
would otherwise face ‘sever 
setbacks in its efforts to im- 
prove living standards and de- 
velop ity economy.’ 

(Finoanciel outlay under the 
plan launched in March 1951 
was recently increased by 
£120,000,000 to bring ‘the total 
to approximately £1,670 mil-~ 
| lion.)

nature’—has become tou 
dificult for us. 


“If I were the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, 1 would 
close the Arts Council and 
thus save not only the spirit 
of the times but also the 
taxpayers’ money. Let the 
inspiration of true art still 
inspire the hearts of men.” 


Now thin is pretty rough, 
and hardly anyone would 
want to go all the way with 
Mr Salisbury, But he ip a 
fresh wind blowing through 
a mighty mouldy situation. 


The question, in the long 
run,’ is) simple: ‘What - 
should We expect from art, 
anyhow?” 


Hopping Mad 


The tussle is between the 
people who think art is

Though he tried bravely’ to conccal it, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr Butler was 
obviously not happy when he opened the Commons 
debate on_ the Commonwealth Ecotiomic Con- 
ference. In defending the doctrine laid down at 
Sydney he was forced into an invidious position— 
for a Tory Chancellor—of having to play down 
what many people still regard as the very 
fundamentals of a policy for Commonwealth 


Economic expansion. 


His embarrassment was increased by the fact 
that the Randall Commission’s report coming on 
top of an American recession has failed to recom- 


mend the sort of 


“pood creditor” 


policies for 


America that are generally regarded as essential 
if the sterling area’s plan for freer trade and pay- 
ments is to be carried into effect. 


He did ts best 10 convings 
the Houso that the Randall re- 
port marked a new stage in 
\he advance towards Common: 
wealth objectives, But be did 
not scem very hopeful that 
much would remain of 
Randall Commissian’s 
mendations after 
through congress. 

Mr Butler nevertheless stuck 
closely to the Sydney princtple 
of non-discrimination. But he 
denied that the British Gov- 
ernment had been precipitate 
In removing = restrictlony on 
dollar purchases, It had re- 
moved discrimination in this 
realm of purchases only on 
basic foodstuffs and raw 
materials, And this policy was. 
supported In the rest of the

“T want to make It quite clear 
that it is the policy of the Gov- 
ernment and that’ it is crucial 
to our competitive power that 
in tho case of foodstuffs and 
raw materials if we can buy 
cheaper in this market then we 
should do so In the interest of 
the standard of ving of our 
people,” sald Mr Butter, 

The former Socialist Chan- 
ecHor, Mr Hugh Galtskell took 
a different view. He pointed 
out thet without dollar aid 
there would still be a world 
dollar gap of botween two and 
three million dollars a year, 
American aid was in any case 
coming to on end. If, ‘as the 
Chancellor had said, we would 
have a deficit again with 
Western Europe In 1954 and 
considering “the very uncer- 
tain’ outlook in America, Mr 
Galtskell sald, it wos possible 
the sterling qrea's dollar gap 
might reopen.
